Responding like Zacchaeus 

As a chief tax collector and a wealthy man, Zacchaeus must have been 
hated. Tax collectors were considered traitors working for the enemy (i.e., 
Rome). As the occupying force, the Romans taxed the people of Israel, but local 
Israelites were hired to collect the taxes from fellow citizens. To make things 
worse, the tax collectors often cheated others by increasing the fee for extra profit. 
Imagine how people looked on Zacchaeus, a "chief tax collector." According to 
the Pharisees, tax collectors were incapable of repenting because they could never 
make restitution to all the people they cheated. How could Jesus go to the 
Zacchaeus' house? Why did he offer a chief tax collector such immediate 
acceptance? 

Jesus' rationale was simple. He said, "The Son of Man has come to seek and 
to save what was lost. " We find the same explanation in Luke 15 when people 
complained that "he eats with tax collectors and sinners." His response was to tell 
the parables of the lost sheep, the lost coin, and the lost (prodigal) son. Within 
each parable, Jesus announces that God REJOICES in finding the lost. 

God's generous mercy is the main motivation for human generosity. 
Giving to the work of the Church must be a response to the mercy we've 
experienced from God. 

How have I experienced God's mercy? Does my generosity in time, talent, and 
treasure reflect God's goodness? 

Zacchaeus responds to mercy by saying, "Half of my possessions , Lord, I shall 
give to the poor , and if I have extorted anything from anyone I shall repay it four times 
over. " His response is big-hearted. It reflects a heart touched by God's love. As 
we look at our own giving of time, talent or treasure, does it correspond to the 
amazing goodness of God? We can never repay God, but we can respond in a 
manner that reflects the mercy we have experienced. 

The most important part of stewardship is PRAYER. We need to pray 
constantly about how to use our gifts as God wills. And we need to pray about 
the needs which arise in the community. If someone is needed to help with faith 
formation or jail ministry, then I should ask myself, "Lord, is this where you want 
me?" 

The needs of the diocese have increased, and the goal for funding 
increased 10% over last year. In part that is because of the retreat center at Terra 
Sancta. In order to keep rates affordable, we do not charge the full cost to parish 
groups and others who participate. 

In preparation for the Annual Diocesan appeal next Sunday, PRAY about 
your level of giving. Last year, 37% of the families at OLBH contributed to this 
appeal. This parish is generous, but we can do better. The need is greater to fund 
diocesan ministries of mercy. May our offering of time, talent and treasure reflect 
the mercy of God.
